But the 
church sent them away to win 
souls elsewhere. It is a mistake to 
suppose that Just anybody will do 
as a missionary. 
Ignorant people who suppose 
that missionaries are only the 
“culls” of the church don't 
know the facts. A few years 
ago a scientist, Ellsworth Hunt­ 
ington, made a study of the 
graduates of Yale and Harvard 
who were successful enough to 
be written up in “Who's Who 
in America.” 
He found that 
missionaries’ sons furnished the 
largest proportion of those suc­ 
cessful men. 
The reason for this, he believed, 
is that only in missionary families 
do you find that both parents, and 
not just one, have to go through a 
rigid sifting proc ess. Only the best 
—mentally,

They 
would appoint officers in every 
church. They knew that organized 
religion is more likely to last than 
disorganized religion. 
They were not fly-by-night 
evangelists, l e a v i n g behind 
them only an ebbing wave of 
emotional 
excitement. -Every 
rose grower knows that It is 
better to put a 10-cent rose in 
a 50-cent hole than to put a 
56-ceut rose into a 10-oent hole. 
So Paul did not stick little seed­ 
lings of new Christians Into barren 
ground at random; he took pains to 
see that they were solidly planted 
in good rose-beds.

The Holy Spirit 
*pHERE IS ANOTHER, and most

first missionary effort has set the 
pace for all since: From beginning 
to end, they depended on the Holy 
Spirit. It was the Spirit who first 
suggested the id?a; it was the 
Spirit who gave the power, and 
furnished the guidance. Not that 
the Spirit was or is a substitute 
for human effort. 
But to this very day, if you 
want to find persons who know 
about the Holy Spirit at first 
hand, who know what It means 
to depend on the Spirit and to 
ho used by Him, then get ac­ 
quainted with your church’s 
missionaries.

Electric Brooders Nip 
Fire, Heat Problems 
Getting rid of the danger of fir*, 
nod maintaining controlled tem­ 
peratures. are the two big advan­ 
tages of electric chicken brooders, 
according to most farm extension 
service engineers. 
Farmers, too, it has been re­ 
ported, have upheld these experts* 
findings 
in agreeing that birds 
feather over faster under electric 
heat than other types. 
However, some caution must be 
observed in installing an electric 
chicken brooder. The brooder-house 
must be draft tight and, if possible, 
have a double or insulated floor. 
Electric 
brooders 
do 
not 
have 
enough heat to do a good job of 
holding an even temperature un­ 
less the brooder is free eg drafts.

Choose Well In 
Planting of 
Pecan Trees 
The choice you 
make 
at 
planting time will 
determine 
the kind of pecans you Harvest 
when the tree begins to bear. 
That is the reason, 
say 
Tom 
Roof, County Agent, Extension 
Service, Texas A A M College, 
why you should choose 
with 
care the variety 
or 
varieties, 
you’ll soon be planting. 


Roof 
recommends the Suc­ 
cess; Desirable; 
Mahan; Bur­ 
kett, a large oval 
pecan that 
bears well and produces an ex­ 
cellent 
nut; 
the 
W estern 
Schley, which produces a long 
type nut and a good yield; and 
the San Saba Improved, which 
produces a medium sized pecan 
of excellent quality. 
These varieties have all been 
grown and tested in this area 
and Oley can be purchased from 
your local nurseryman. 
It is Dest to Duy trees from 
three to five feet in height for 
they 
are generally 
considered 
the most practical 
for 
trans­ 
planting. Here is advice on set­ 
ting the tree. 
Prepare a hole 
about three feet in 
diam eter 


deep. Place the tree in the cen­ 
ter of the hole and spread the 
and from three 
to 
four 
feet 
roots but in their normal posi­ 
tion. Then fill the hole with 
soil and pack it firmly around 
the root£ 
When the 
hole is 
about re-filled, pour AT several 
buckets of w ater” then 
finish 
filling the hole with loose top 
soil. The water will settle the 
soil around the roots and will 
also'give 
the 
new 
tree 
the 
m oisture it needs for a success­ 
ful start. After 
the 
tree is 
planted, cut back 
about 
one 
third of the top growth. This 
will help balance the top with 
the root system and wiU'usual- 
ly insure more rapid growth. 


When the young tree starts 
growing, give it plenty of wat­ 
er. Keep the soil moist during 
the hottest and driest part of 
the sum m er you may find 
it 
necessary to 
water 
the 
tree 
every week or ten days. Once a 
pecan tree becomes well esta­ 
blished, it does not 
need 
as 
much care as other fruit trees. 
T hat’s reason enough for giving 
it the kind of a start it needs 
to become well established in 
a few years.

Handy This Time 
Of the Year 
This is the 
season 
of 
the 
year wrben dairymen 
can use 
.stage to replace 
the 
pastures 
that aren’t 
burnishing 
much 
grazing. 
According 
to 
Tom 
Roof, County Agent, Texas A A 
M 
College, 
silage 
or“canned 
pastures,” rank next 
to 
im­ 
proved pastures as 
our 
best 
source of lowcost nutrients. 
He says 
with 
silage, 
IOO 
pounds of 
digestible nutrients 
can 
be 
produced 
for 
about 
11.70. This same 
IOO pounds 
of digestible nutrients 
would 
cost $2.60 IO the form of alfal­ 
fa hay or $6.00 as a good com­ 
mercial mix. This 
one 
point 
alone, he points out, should be 
sufficient to convince dairymen 
silage is a mighty good source 
of cheap feed to have ou the 
farm. 
Good pastures provide succu­ 
lent and palatable feed and he 
adds, so does silage. The dairy 
cow prefers this 
type of feed 
for she is made to handle Itef- 
ficlently and It stim ulates milk 
flow more 
readily 
than 
any 
other type of feed. A reserve of 
silage on hand is good insur­ 
ance against 
those 
droughty 
and unproductive years and he 
adds, the wise dairyman
